Homecoming  1965 

On  September  the  first  a  record  of  68  players  turned  out 
for  Coach  Stokeley  Fulton's  summer  camp. 

The  coaches  were  very  optimistic  about  the  forth-coming 
'65  campaign.  This  optimism  was  founded  primarily  on  the 
return  of  All  Mason-Dixon  and  All  Little  Eight  members: 
Whitey  Lipscomb  and  Travis  Tysinger.  To  be  on  the  receiving 
end  of  Lipscomb's  passes  were  ends:  All  Little  Eight  Herb 
Sebren,  John  Mack,  and  Mo  Shumate,  and  Sophomore  wingback 
Jimmy  Lee.  Joining  Lipscomb  and  Tysinger  in  the  Tiger  back- 
field  were  Phil  Rome,  non-ailing  Jim  Pickens,  and  Jimmy  Null. 
The  offensive  line  was  built  around  tackles  Bill  Chewning,  Bob 
Robertson,  and  Bill  Gillespie;  guards  Bryce  Jewett,  Denny 
Finger,  Pete  Mowbray,  and  center  Steve  Martin. 

Defensively,  the  halfbacks  and  safety  men  were  chosen 
from  a  nucleus  of  Jimmy  Lee,  Donnie  Lee,  Deke  Summers,  Bill 
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Pollard,  Dave  Hinton,  and  freshman  Russ  Palmore  and 
Mike  King.  Linebacks  positions  were  anchored  by  Ken 
Hyde,  tenor  Jimmy  Null,  and  freshman  standout  Mike 
Krupin.  The  defensive  line  was  composed  of  big  Ron 
Goggin,  Travis  Edwards,  Bob  Robertson,  Bill  Miller,  and 
freshmen  Ray  Dodson  and  Skip  Appell.  At  the  end  posts 
were  John  Mack,  Dave  Beard  and  Joe  Caldwell. 

The  Tigers  opened  their  season  in  Greensboro  with 
the  Quakers  of  Guilford  College.  The  game  was  played

in  sweltering  heat,  and  the  Tigers  were  faced  with  probably  the 
most  formidable  football  team  that  Guilford  had  had  in  several  years. 

The  inability  of  the  Tiger  offensive  to  move  the  football  coupled 
with  frequent  mental  lapses  resulted  in  defeat.  Although  die  opposi- 
tion tallied  28  points,  the  coaching  staff  was  pleased  with  the  defen- 
sive play  of  halfback  Donnie  Lee  and  safetyman  Deke  Summers. 
Freshman  Mike  Krupin  and  Ray  Dodson  showed  great  promise. 
T\'  T\singer  gave  the  Tigers  their  only  score  of  the  afternoon  by 
booting  a  37  yard  field   goal.   Final   score:    H-SC   3  —  Guilford   28. 

After  licking  their  wounds  of  the  previous  week's  defeat, 
H-SC  squeezed  pass  Bridgewater  College.  Following  a  disappoint- 
ing first  half,  plagued  by  fumbles,  the  Tigers  ground  game  went 
into  high  gear  with  Jim  Pickens  and  Travis  Tysinger  doing  the 
big  damage:  each  scoring  a  touchdown.  However,  defensively  was 
where  the   game  was   won.    Led  by   linebackers   Null,    Hyde,    and 


Krupin,  the  defensive  team  kept  the 
Eagles  bottled  in  their  territory  all  after- 
noon. Mike  Krupin  blocked  a  Bridge- 
water  punt  setting  up  the  Tigers  go 
ahead  touchdown.  Final  score:  H-SC 
14  —  Bridgewater  7. 

Homecoming  at  Hampden  -  Sydney 
brought  another  capacity  crowd  to  Death 
Valley.  All  the  pretty  "imports"  saw 
the  Tigers  humble  the  Generals  from 
Washington  and  Lee  for  the  third  con- 
secutive year.  The  words  of  Coach 
Fulton  best  exemplified  those  of  all  pres- 
ent, "the  team  played  one  of  the  best 
football  games  I  have  \wtnessed  at 
Hampden-Sydney." 

With  Ty  Tysinger  rushing  for  65  yards 
and  quarterback  ^^'llitey  Lipscomb  com- 
pleting 14  of  23  passes  for  107  yards, 
the  Tiger  offense  showed  great  consis- 
tency. 

Defensively,  Jimmy  Null  had  another 
fine  day  at  his  linebacking  post;  how- 
ever he  had  tremendous  support  from

One  of  the  biggest  factors  in  the  Tigers 
win  was  the  punting  of  Ty  Tysinger. 
He  booted  the  ball  six  times  for  an 
average  of  43.1  yards.  Final  score:  H-SC 
14 -WL  0. 

For  many  teams  a  week  lay  off  can 
lead  to  possible  let  down  in  the  next 
game.  However,  the  Tigers  picked  up 
where  they  left  off  in  their  tilt  with 
\A'estem  Maryland.  In  the  first  three 
quarters  the  Tigers  offense  ripped  off 
15  points  and  seemed  headed  for  ano- 
ther easy  victory.  Suddenly  Maryland 
tallied  two  quick  touchdo\\ms  and  the 
score  was  15-13.  But  the  Tigers  held  on! 
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Offensively,  Tysinger  had  another  fine  day  of  rushing,  collecting 
97  yards  in  15  carries.  Lipscomb  followed  suit  with  his  passing 
attack  completing  10  of  18  for  102  yards.  Final  score:  H-SC  15  — 
Western  Maryland  13. 

With  successive  victories  over  Bridgewater,  Washington  and 
Lee,  and  \\'estem  Maryland,  the  Tigers  were  displaying  the  offensive 
punch  that  was  hoped  for  at  the  beginning  of  the  season.  A  trip 
to  Johns  Hopkins  proved  to  be  consistent  with  the  trend.  Herb 
Sebren  showed  his  catching  prowess  by  hauling  in  five  passes  for 
93  yards  and  a  first  period  touchdown.  Although  only  pla\ing  one 
half,  Lipscomb  completed  10  of  14  passes  for  146  yards.  Phil  Rome 
returned  to  a  starting  berth  after  being  out  with  a  pulled  muscle.

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Guard  Pete  Mowbray  and  center  Steve  Martin  turned  in  their  best 
performance,  as  did  Freshman  Quarterback  Mike  King,  throwing 
twice  for  27  yards.  Coach  Fulton  was  able  to  use  37  men  in  this 
overwhelming  win.  Six  different  players  got  their  name  in  the 
scoring  column.  (Final  score:  H-SC  40  —  Johns  Hopkins  O.) 

Toting  a  4-1  record,  Hampden-Sydney  traveled  to  Emory  and 
Henry  with  hopes  of  bettering  their  slate.  The  Wasps  built  up  a 
quick  lead,  but  the  Tigers  came  back  and  kept  themselves  in  the 
game.  They  had  several  chances  to  go  ahead,  but  they  could  not 
combine  enough  of  the  bite,  previously  inflicted  on  other  opponents. 
In  the  fourth  quarter,  the  Wasps  stunned  the  Tigers  with  a  70  yard 
return  punt  for  a  touchdown,  and  the  Tigers  were  unable  then  to 
make  any  formidable  challenge.  Herb  Sebren  had  seven  receptions 
for  120  yards,  a  fine  performance.  Whitey  Lipscomb  hit  receiver 
on  17  of  35  attempts  for  207  yards.  Tiger  linebacker  Jimmy  Null 
was  credited  with  23  tackles.  Final  score:  H-SC  13  —  Emory  and 
Henry  26.

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The  Tigers  greeted  a  Parents  and  Friends  Day  crowd  with  a  real  "NFL" 
spectacular,  ^^'hite^'  Lipscomb  had  possibly  the  best  day  of  his  career, 
completing  IS  of  26  passes  for  289  yards  and  2  touchdowns.  Wingback 
Jimm\-  Lee  was  his  prime  target.  Lee  caught  11  passes  for  200  yards  giving 
him  30  receptions.  The  rushing  offense  was  equally  effective,  rushing  for 
245  yards.  Phil  Rome  collected  70  yards  and  three  touchdowns.  Bryce 
Jewett  had  a  fine  day  of  blocking,  and  has  dra\\Ti  constant  praise  from 
Coach  Fulton  all  year.  Defensively,  end  Bob  Robertson  played  another 
outstanding  game  and  tackle  Joe  Caldwell  sho\\ed  the  spark  which  promised 
to  make  him  a  hard  man  to  beat  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.

Final  score:  H-SC  39  —  Frederick  26.  ^^'ith  a  5-2  record  Hampden- 
Sydney  ne.xt  met  Centre  College  of  Kentucky  and  tripped  them  14-7.  Phil 
Rome  and  Tra\is  Tysinger  rushed  for  a  total  of  153  yards.  The  Tigers  won 
but  on  the  whole  they  played  one  of  their  poorer  games.  Possibly  they  were 
looking  forward  to  Ashland.  Final  score:  H-SC  14  —  Centre  7. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season  Hampden-Sydney  met  arch-rival 
Randolph-NLicon  at  Ashland,  Va.  A  crowd  of  7000  turned  out  to  witness 
the  game  which  was  to  determine  the  Mason-Dixon  and  Virginia  Small 
College  Champions.  The  first  half  was  filled  with  tough,  hard-hitting  football, 
neither  team  being  able  to  score.  The  second  half  brought  disaster  to  the 
Tigers.  The  Yellow  Jackets  drove  down  the  field  and  scored,  the  extra  point 
attempt  failed.  Then  a  stiff  Randolph-Macon  defense  quelled  any  significants 
that  the  Tigers  managed  to  muster.  A  fourth  quarter  field  goal  clinched  for 
the  opposition  their  first  win  in  four  years.

The 
present  construction  was  adopted  by  the  student 
body  in  1963.  Based  largely  upon  past  experience,  it 
is  designed  to  meet  present  and  changing  needs.

The  Student  Assembly  transacts  all  student  body 
business,  and,  in  the  measure  in  which  powers  are 
delegated  to  it  by  the  facult>%  it  has  legislative  jiud- 
diction  over  various  phases  of  student  campus  Hfe.
